WHY GOD HARDENED 
PHARAOH'S HEART 


By Evangelist John R. Rice, D.D. 


(Preached at Cleveland, Ohio, in 


Christ for Cleveland campaign, 


I come tonight to preach on why God hardened Phar- 
aoh’s heart and killed him and sent him to Hell. I read part 
of the story in Exodus the first chapter, beginning with 


verse 7. 


“And the children of Israel were fruitful, 


and increased abun- 


dantly, and multiplied, and waxed exceeding mighty; and the land 


was filled with them. 


[Down in Egypt.| Now there arose up a new 


king over Egypt, which knew not Joseph. And he said unto his peo- 
ple, Behold, the people of the children of Israel are more and 
mightier than we: Come on, let us deal wisely with them; lest they 
multiply, and it come te pass, that, when there falleth out any war, 


they join also unto our enemies, 
them up out of the land. 


Therefore they did set.over them 


‘| taskmasters to afflict them with 


their burdens. And they built for 
Pharaoh treasure cities, Pithom 
and Raamses. But the more they 


afflicted them, the more they mul-

Israel. And the Egyptians made

\ter, and in brick, and in all manner 


of service in the field: all their serv- 
ice, wherein they made them serve, 
was with rigour. And the king of 
Egypt spake to the Hebrew mid- 
wives, of which the name of the 
One was Shiphrah, and the name 
of the other Puah: And he said, 
When ye do the office of a mid- 
wife to the Hebrew women, and 
see them upon the stools; if it be 
a son, then ye shall kill him: but 
if it be » daughter, then she shall 
live. But the midwives feared God, 
and did not as the king of Egypt 
commanded them, but saved the 
men children alive. And the king 
of Egypt called for the midwives, 
and said unto them, Why have ye 
done this thing, and have saved 
the men children alive?” 

That was before God called 
Moses to go down and tell Pha- 
raoh, ‘Let my people go.’ God said 
to Moses, “Take Aaron with you 
as a spokesman,’ Moses came as 
he was commanded. I will take 
up a few brief passages of Scrip- 
ture which I will read to you about 
the hardening of Pharaoh’s heart 
and how and why. 

In the seventh chapter of Ex- 
odus: 


“And the Lord said unto Moses, 
See, I have made thee a god to 
Pharaoh: and Aaron thy brother 
shall be thy prophet. Thou shalt 
speak all that I command thee: 
and Aaron thy brother shall speak 
unto Pharaoh, that he send the 
children of Israel out of his land. 
And I will harden Pharaoh’s heart, 
and multiply my signs and my 
wonders in the land of Egypt. But 
Pharaoh shall not hearken unto 
you, that I may lay my hand upon 
Egypt, and bring forth mine 
armies, and my people the children 
of Israel, out of the land of Egypt 
by great judgments.”—Exo. 7:1-4. 

Exodus 7:13 says: 

“And he hardened Pharaoh’s 
heart, that he hearkened not un- 
to them; as the Lord had said.” 

Then Moses did as God had said, 


and a plague came on the land, 


and fight against us, and so get

ninth chapter, verses 16 and 17. 
God sent Moses to say to him: 


._ “And in very deed for this cause 
have I raised thee up, for to shew 
in thee my power; and that my 
name may be declared throughout 
ajl thé earth. As yet exaltest thou 
thyself against my people, that 
thou wilt not let them go?” 
In Exodus 9:34-35: 


“And when Pharaoh saw. that 
the rain and the hail and the 
thunders were ceased, he sinned 
yet more, and hardened his heart, 
he and his servants. And the heart 
of Pharaoh was hardened, neither 
would he let the children of Israel 
go; as the Lord had spoken by 
Moses.” 


In the tenth chapter, verse 1: 

“And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go in unto Pharaoh: for I have 
hardened his heart, and the heart 
of his servants, that I might shew 
these my signs before him.” 

And Exodus 10:20: 

“But the Lord hardened Phar- 
aoh’s heart, so that he would not 
let the children of Israel go.” 

And again Exodus 10:27: 

“But the Lord hardened Phar- 
oah’s heart, and he would not let 
them go.” 

In Exodus 11:10: 

“And Moses and Aaron did all 
these wonders before Pharoah: 
and the Lord hardened Pharaoh’s 
heart, so that he would not let the 
children of Israel go out of his 
land.” 

How many times God speaks 
about this wicked man, Pharaoh! 
Now see what he did finally. You 
remember the water at the Red 
Sea opened and the children of 
Israel went through. The Egyp- 
tians said: ‘Let’s go after them 
and bring them back. We cannot 
let these slaves go free. We would 
have to chop our own wood, hoe 
our own corn, and do our own 
cooking. No, we must catch these 
slaves!’ Now, begin with verse 26 
in the fourteenth chapter. 

“And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thine hand over the 
sea, that the waters {ay come 
again upon the Egyptians, upon 
their chariots, and upon _ their 
horsemen. And Moses: stretched 
forth his hand over the sea, and 
the sea returned to his strength 
when the morning appeared; and 
the Egyptians fled against it; and 
the Lord overthrew the Egyptians 
in the midst of the sea. And the 
waters returned, and covered the 
chariots, and the horsemen, and all 
the host of Pharaoh that came into 
the sea after them; there re- 
mained not so much as one of 
them. But the children of Israel 
walked upon dry land in the midst 
of the sea; and the waters were a 
wall unto them on their right 
hand, and on their left. Thus the 
Lord saved Israel that day out of 
the hand of the Egyptians; and 
Israel saw the Egyptians dead 
upon the sea shore. And Israel 
saw that great work which the 
Lord did upon the Egyptians: and 
the people feared the Lord, and 
believed the Lord, and his servant 
Moses.”-——Exo. 14:26-31. 

I call your attention to some 
warnings that stand out in this 
story. God said: ‘Here are these 
enslaved Jews down in Egypt. I 
will bring them out. Moses, go and 
tell Pharaoh ‘‘Let My people go.” ’ 
Moses went. The people had 
trouble believing Moses, but God 
gave signs, and the people believed 
him. The Egyptians made their 
tasks harder, and they had to 
make brick without straw. The 


Egyptians were killing off the boy/| 


babies. They had given instructions 
to the midwives that if a boy baby 
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was born, he was to be killed. Oh, 
how many were slain by Pharaoh’s 
men! Pharaoh made them serve 
with terrible rigour and hardship. 
They had to go out and pull up 
stubble with their hands to make 
bricks without straw. They were 
beaten and whipped as slaves, all 
of them. 

Pharaoh hardened his heart 
when God said, ‘Let my people 
go.’ God brought one plague after 
another. Water was turned to 
blood, and yet when Pharoah saw 
the plague was taken away, he 
hardened his heart. There were 
lice and the plague of flies and the 
plague of darkness, the murrain 
on the cattle and a great hail and 
finally the death of the first-born 
in all the land of Egypt. In every 
case, Pharaoh heard, he was 
moved a little bit, but as soon as 
the pressure was taken off, he 
hardened his heart. And then God 
hardened his heart. Again God 
said ‘Let the children of Israel go.’ 
When the plague on the first-born 
came, and the first-born in every 
family in Egypt died, then Phar- 
aoh said, “All right, you may go.” 
Later he said, “What have we done 
to let these Jews get out of the 
land? Get the chariots and the 
army ready, and let us follow aft- 
er them and make them come 
back.” They went into the Red 
Sea, following after the Israelites, 
and then God said to Moses, 
“Stretch out your rod,’ and God 
brought the water back again and 
Pharaoh and his army were all 
drowned in the sea. 

Here you have a typical sinner. 
Here is a man who, in fact, was a 
type of the anti-Christ. I cannot 
go into that in detail, but mark 
carefully what I have said. He is 
a type of the anti-Christ. Here is 
a man of whom God said, T will 
make an example,’ and God hard- 
ened his heart. We are told again 
and again in these verses, “And 
the’ Lord hardened Pharaoh’s 
heart.” The Scripture says God 
said to Moses, “I will harden Phar- 
aoh’s heart and the heart of his 
servants.” The Scripture says, 
“Pharaoh’s heart was hardened.” 
Pharaoh hardened his own heart, 
and God hardened Pharaoh's heart. 
Those terms are used repeatedly. 
I want to talk to you about why 
and how this happened. 


God Simply Let Pharaoh’s 
Stubbornness Destroy Him 


Down through the years, infidels 
have said, ‘See there, God is not 
fair. Why did God harden Phar- 
aoh’s heart? It looks as though a 
man’ could not repent if he wanted 
to. God did not want him saved, 
and God would not let him be 
saved. God is responsible for Phar- 
aoh’s wickedness.” 

No, no, that is not true. What 
God means is that Pharaoh is al- 
ready a lost sinner, he has al- 
ready turned his heart away from 
God. Pharaoh has already mur- 
dered thousands of innocent little 
children he has already put op- 
pression on the people of God 
throughout the land, year in and 
year out, until God said, ‘Now I 
am going to bring him to a show- 
down; I am going to make Phar- 
aoh stubborn—not to get him lost, 
he is already lost; not to make 
him a sinner, he is already a vile 
sinner; not to make him an un- 
converted man, he is already un- 
converted and does not want to 
be converted; he does not want to 
be saved; he does not want to re- 
pent of his sin. All right, I will 
bring this to an issue,’ God said, 
‘and let him be stubborn on this 
matter, and I will bring him to 
a public death right away as an 
example.’ 

God let Pharaoh be stubborn, and 
God brought the issue up, bit by 
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bit, in public, to have one example 
that would shine through the pages 
of sacred history down through 
generation after generatign, one 
millennium after another, that 
everybody can see that one can- 
not trifle with God.* God brings 
pressure; God brings it to an issue. 
God said, I will let Pharaoh be 
stubborn to bring him to sudden, 
terrible, public death as an ex- 
ample of what happens to wicked, 
Christ-rejecting men who will not 
hear the gospel.’ 


God did not harden Pharaoh’s 
heart to make him lost, he was al- 
ready lost. God did not harden 
Pharaoh’s heart to keep him from 
being saved. He had already turned 
away so he would not be saved. 
God made his heart stubborn so he 
could use him as a public example. 
He was a man already lost. Al- 
ready he had chosen wickedness. 
Already he was headed for Hell. 
And God said, ‘All right, I will let 
him be stubborn. I will make him 
a public example.’ So God hard- 
ened Pharaoh’s heart while Phar- 
aoh hardened his own~heart. 


Wasted Opportunity Brings 
Hardened Heart 


Why did God do it? First of all, 
God hardened Pharaoh’s heart and 
killed him and sent him to Hell 
because of Pharaoh’s long, long 
opportunity. Pharaoh had chance 
and chance and chance. Oh, the 
wickedness of this man! Can you 
imagine the killing of little babies 
just because as he said, “We want 
to keep these Jews down. It is all 
right to have girls. We will keep 
the girl babies. They make good 
slaves. But we do not want any 
boy babies to grow up and fight 
against us or free themselves. Kill 
the boy babies. Save the girls, and 
we will make them work for us.” 
Oh, the wickedness of this hard- 
hearted man who would take lit- 
tle babies from their mothers’ 
breasts and kill them! That had 
been going on a long, long, time 
when Moses came back. When 
Moses was born his mother had 
hidden him three months so that 
he would not be killed. But when 
he got so big that she could not 
hide him because he would be cry- 
ing out and would be heard, she 
put him in a basket among the 
bulrushes, and Pharaoh’s daugh- 
ter found him. Eighty years later 
God came back to punish Phar- 
aoh’s sin. God is not hasty nor 
harsh. God is not unfair. God is 
bringing judgment on sin where it 
ought to be brought. God is pun- 
ishing this wicked, ungodly, hea- 
then, savage man for sin. 

God did not harden his heart 
when he was a boy. God did not 
harden the wicked heart of this 
man when he was a young and 
untried man. The first time he 
ever sinned, God did not harden 
his heart. But after murder and 
oppression year in and year out, 
because of his sin, God said, ‘I 
have enough. I am going to bring 
this thing to a showdown and 
make a public example of him for 
his sin.’ 

Sin always has to have a show- 
down. You think you can sin and 
get by, but you cannot. As cer- 
tain as there is a God in Heaven, 
God will force it to a showdown 
sooner or later. It may be later 
instead of sooner. God may be pa- 
tient. It was a hundred and 
twenty years before the flood 
came after the first warning. In 
this case, it had been more than 
eighty years since that ungodly, 
wicked, heathen king began to 
murder little babies by bloody, 
horrible, inexcusable sin. God hard- 
ened Pharaoh’s heart, killed him, 
and sent him to Hell. Sin is com- 
ing to judgment as certainly as 
there is a God in Heaven. 

I had a man call me today. He 
did not like the sermon last night 
on “America Gets Back Her Scrap 
Iron.” I told him I knew why. “‘The 
truth of the matter is,” I said, 
“you live a dirty, lewd, rotten life. 
I could put a man on your trail 
and bring plenty of evidence of 
the dirty life you are living.” Any- 
body who runs down the Bible and 
God and churches and preachers 
and brags on Tom Paine and Bob 


Ingersoll and the crowd like that, 
you can put it down now that “out 
of the abundance of the heart the 


his life because he is rotten in his 
heart. He talks bad because he is 
bad. You may not like it when I 
say that sin is coming to judg- 
ment. You may say as did that poor 
loud-mouthed fellow, over the tel- 
ephone, that you would not love 
a God such as that, that you would 
not love a God that is as brutal 
and mean as that. No matter how 
you talk, that is the God you are 
going to meet, the God thai brings 
sin to judgment. God hardened 
Pharaoh’s heart because of long, 
continued, wicked sin. God hard- 
ened his heart and forced the is- 
sue. God made him decide. God 
killed him and sent him to Hell. 


Sin Leads to a Hardened 
Heart 


I bring another word of what 
God did because of Pharaoh’s sin. 
Sin always leads to a hardened 
heart. You cannot sin and be the 
same. You cannot sin and Say, 
“Tomorrow I' will be done with 
sin.”’ But sin is not done with you. 
You think you can play with sin 
and when you are ready, leave sin 
alone. When you are ready to leave 
sin alone, sin is not ready to leave 
you alone. Sin of itself, necessarily 
and always, changes the character, 
hardens the heart, dulls the sen- 
sibilities to right and wrong, sears 
the conscience as with a hot iron, 
makes it so you do not want to 
do right, though you once did. 
Your conscience is defiled. You do 
not have the_ sensitiveness to 
righteousness. You do not have the 
heart tendered to the call of God. 
Sin itself hardens the heart. You 
cannot blame God for forcing the 
issue and hardening Pharaoh’s 
heart. Sin always hardens the 
heart. It always turns out that 
way. 

I pray that God will keep within 
me a sensitive heart that when I 
do wrong I will hate it, that He 
will keep within me a tender heart 
to feel, when I displease Him, a 
need to confess it and forsake it. I 
tell you now, you are about ruinéd 
and gone when you go on in sin 
until your heart gets hard, 

God’s righteousness is always 
vindicated when God lets sin bring 
judgment. If God ever let sin go 
on unpunished, it would mean that 
God was not right. You cannot 
blame God for saying that sin has 
to be punished. I am against sin; 
I hate sin. A man who does not 
hate sin does not love right. If 
God did not hate sin, God would 
not love. righteousness, If God 
Himself were not against sin, He 
could not be for right. He could 
not be good if He did not hate 
sin. So God said, ‘I will harden 
Pharaoh’s heart. I will make an is- 
sue and force the issue until he 
will have to say yes or no. He 
will say no. Then I will kill him 
and take him on to Hell-’since he 
has gone so long in sin and will 
not hear the gospel.’ 


Because of Warnings Spurned, 
God Hardened Pharaoh’s 
Heart 


Another thing. Because Pharaoh, 
after warning oft repeated, would 
not obey God, his heart was hard- 
ened. Remember the statement in 
Proverbs 29:1: “He, that being oft- 
en reproved hardeneth his neck, 
Shall suddenly be destroyed, and 
that without remedy.” Never a 
man in this world had more pa- 
tience shown to him than Pharaoh. 
Do not blame God for hardening 
Pharaoh’s heart. You had better

“Will you please pray for me, 
Dr. Rice?”

I went 
with the man at his request to 
one side of the auditorium where 
we would be alone.

When I take a ferry across 
the sound, I often look down into 
the waters and think that maybe

It looks as though 
God would have said, “Eighty 
years is enough, I have enough.” 
But no, God sent Moses and Aaron 
to deal with him again and to say, 
“Please let my people go.” God's 
mercy was long, long, long. Every 
time there came judgment, ex- 
cept the last time, there was an 
offer of mercy. 

If you have had trouble, God 
loves you. If you lost a boy in the 
war, God loves you, God wants to 
see you saved. If you have lost 
money, or your job or your health; 
if your girl has played the harlot, 
or if your boy has broken your 
heart; if you are disillusioned; if 
you have lost your best friend— 


‘|no matter what has broken your 


heart, God means that for good. 

A man told me last night that 

God was calling him for full time 
service. Ruin had caught up with 
him. I said, “God means this for 
good.” God means. your. troubles 
for good. God does not want you 
to go to Hell. That is the last re- 
sort. 
_ Because Pharaoh would not hear 
when God sent word to him by his 
preacher, would not hear when 
God brought judgment on him, 
would not hear another offer of 
mercy, at last God would offer no 
more mercy. Pharaoh told Moses 
not to come to see him any more. 
Moses said, “You will never see 
my face again.” That night was 
the death of the first-born, and 
Pharaoh said, ‘get these people 
out.’ Pharaoh was cold in death 
the next time he was seen. 

A few years ago someone dis- 
covered that the clothing of one 
of the Pharaohs was impregnated 
with chemicals and salts of sea 
water. The newspapers publicly re- 
ported that this was probably the 
Pharaoh of. the Exodus who 
drowned in the Red Sea. I do not 
know about that, but I know this: 
that at last mercy was forsaken, 
God’s patience wore out, God 
brought judgment at last and sent 
him on to Hell. God hardened 
Pharaoh’s heart because he would 
‘not listen. Some of you may Say, 
“You can’t scare me.” Neither 
could Moses scare Pharaoh. 
'Wouldn’t it have been a wonder- 
ful thing if some preacher had 
preached the gospel to Hitler and 
got him good and scared a few 
years 4go? Now, look what has 
happened in Europe. Does anybody 
now think that Hitler is smart? 
Do you suppose he himself thinks 
he is smart now? He could not be 


told anything. No, he had to rule 


the world. He knew more than 
anybody else. He will find out he 
was not very smart. After Phar- 
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sin. You. 
At the supper table tonight I said 


aoh’s long, continued ignoring of 
warning, mercy, and the judgment 
of God, God hardened Pharaoh’s 
heart, killed him, and sent him to 
Hell,

Salvation to Others 


Here is another thing. God hard- 
ened Pharaoh’s heart because God 
meant to save people by it. You 
Know, God means even these 
things.to save souls. You look on 
the reign of death in Europe. A 
newspaper correspondent went 
with our’ army into Cologne, the 
once great German city. He said, 
everywhere it is a mass of. rub- 
bish and ruin. Even the great ca- 
thedrals, which Americans tried 
to save, the great hotels, business 
houses and homes are a mass of 
ruin. ‘The suicide of Germany has 
commenced,” he said in today’s 
paper. It may be they will not 
learn by that, but.God means this 
bloodshed, God means the horrors 
of war to turn people to Christ, 
to get them saved. I have been 
trying to build up sentiment in 
America for great union revival 
campaigns. I have such city-wide 
calls now and then. America has a 
few men now working, preparing, 
getting experience, having such 
city-wide calls, because now in war 
time, with bloodshed and trouble 
and broken hearts, people are be- 
ginning to find out that it is foolish 
not to have revivals. A lot of men 
never prayed until they were in 
fox holes, until they were on a 
rubber raft in the vast Pacific, 
without rain and about to starve. 
Then they prayed; then they be- 
lieved in God. So all over the coun- 
try multitudes have been saved, 
have turned from sin and have put 
their trust in Christ because of the 
terrible war, 


Here is what happened in Phar- 
aoh’s time to the Jews. The Scrip- 
tures said they walked through on 
dry ground. ‘“‘And Israel saw that 
great work which the Lord did 
upon the Egyptians: and the peo- 
ple feared the Lord, and believed 
the Lord, and his servant Moses.” 
A God that brings sin to. judgment 
is going, by that, to save multi- 
tudes. Do you really believe that 
if God never punished anybody, 
more people would be righteous? 
If you believe that, you are not 
very sensible. All you need to 
prove what I am going to say is 
a family of about six children. For 
a while you may have to go along 
and watch all of them, but when 
you give one of them a good 
threshing, the whole family will 
walk straight a week or two. That 
is right. I wonder how many fath- 
ers and mothers have found that 
out? (many hold up hands). Why 
surely! Listen, when God hard- 
ened Pharaoh’s heart, He was 
keeping millions of people out of 
Hell. That is right. He was caus- 
ing millions of people to repent of 
their sins. God meant His mercy 
for good. 


Here a man is put in the electric 
chair. Some very weak-minded 
crack-pots- do not want the death 
penalty. They do not want sin pun- 
ished. They are for sin and against 
God, against His ways. So they 
do not want any capital punish- 
ment, they do not want any law. 
God plainly says that a murderer 
shall be put to death. The truth of 
the matter is that when a nation 
enacts the law and pronounces the 
death penalty on murderers, it is 
not because they hate them. No! 
no! It is because if they do not 
punish sin, sin will be rampant in 
this country. Every time a man is 
put to death in the electric chair 
it is to save the lives of hundreds. 
If we brought murderers to quick, 
sure justice in this country as they 
do in England, we would not be 
having ten to thirty thousand mur- 
ders every year while England has 
three hundred. The truth of the 
matter is, the only way to put 


| down sin and turn people to right- 


eousness is for people to find out 


| that they cannot get by with sin. 


The judgment of God comes on 
preachers want revivals. 


to my wife, “If you were selling 


washing machines, would you 


spend more time talking about the 
price and saying, ‘Here are the in- 
structions, telling just how to use 
it,’ or would you spend more time 
showing people ‘you surely do need 
it’? What would you do?” She 
said that she would show the peo- 
ple that they needed it. Surely, 
you would. And if you want to 
have revivals, what will you preach 
on more? Will you preach on sin? 
Will you show how God hates it, 
how Hell is its punishment and 
that you had better run to God 
for mercy? Or will you preach on 
the plan of salvation? I can tell 
you this, the world is not going to 
Hell just because it has not learned 
the plan of salvation. It is dying 
because it has not repented of sin, 
has not sought God. If he wants 
to, any man in the world can find 
the plan of salvation. Get people 
first really wanting to be saved, 
and it is not hard then to show 
them how. God let this man 
harden his heart, and then He 
pushed it ‘to an issue to make him 
take a choice. Then He killed him 
and sent him on to Hell. He said: 
‘When I do this, those three mil- 
lion people will fear Me, will love 
Me, will believe in Me and be 
saved.’ And they did. 


Preachers, you do well to re- 
member this: if you want revival, 
do not start preaching the love of 
God. That is. wonderfully good 
news for a man who knows that 
he is a sinner, if he has a broken, 
penitent heart. It is good news for 
a man who sees how far he has 
gone. It was good for the dying 
thief. It was good for the publican 
in the temple. But the proud, 
haughty Pharisee who thought he 
could not have any sin needed to 
be told of sin and Hell and judg- 
ment. You would be surprised to 
take all the words Jesus ever ut- 
tered, aside from a few sweet 
promises in the Gospel of John, 
and see how few words Jesus said 
about how to be saved: That is 
not the reason people are going to 
Hell in Cleveland. It is not be- 
cause they do not know how to 
be saved. No, they love sin. They 
do not seek God. They do not 
want to know how to be saved. 
Unless you have a God of judg- 
ment, nobody is ever going to be 
convicted and converted. By. God's 
making an example of Pharaoh, 
He kept millions out of Hell. Do 
you see why God sometimes strikes 
a man down and allows sudden 
death sometimes to come? God 
does it in mercy. God wants to 
save souls. 


God Will Have Honor in 
Judgment If Not in 
Mercy 


That is not all—Why did God 
harden Pharaoh’s heart and kill 
him and send him to Hell? God 
will get honor out of his destruc- 
tion if He cannot get honor out 
of Pharaoh’s salvation. God will 
get honor out of judgment if He 
cannot get honor out of mercy. 
God will get honor out of people 
going to Hell if He cannot get 
honor out of their going to 
heaven. When God sent His Son 
and gave all Heaven had, when 
God gave all He could of infinite 
compassion and love, when ‘God 
loved the world enough to give His 
Son then God will be honored. 
Do not ever think Jesus suffered 
more than the Father did. When 
Jesus hung on the cross, God in 
Heaven suffered. Every angel in 
glory wept with a broken heart 
when God the Father turned His 
back on His Son and let Him die 
for our sin. When God in mercy 
gave all a loving God could give 
to get people saved and to keep 
them out of Hell, if they will not 
take the Saviour, then God will 
say, “My Son, my dear Son, You 
died for this man, but he will not 
have You. He will not hear the 
preacher. He will not heed the 
sweet calling of the Holy Spirit. 
He blasphemes My name and never 
will listen to the gospel. He will 
not repent of his sin. He ignores 
the warning of conscience, Now 
you may sit on the great white 
throne and send him to Hell. Bring 
his body out of the grave, make 


him come and admit his sin, make 


him bow the knee and confess that 
You are right, that he ought to 
go to Hell.” God said, “I am go- 
ing to make Him do it.” The 
Scripture says, ‘That at the name 
of Jesus every knee should bow, 
of things in heaven, and things in 
earth, and things under the earth; 
And that every tongue should con- 
fess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to 
the glory of God the Father’ 
(Phil. 2:10-11). The Bible says, 
“Fhat in all things he ‘might have 
the preeminence” (Col. 1:18). If 
God cannot save men from Hell, 
then God will drag them out of 
Hell and make them honor Jesus 
Christ anyway. That is coming. 
Hell itself will bring honor to God. 
It will be an eternal witness that 
in the first place these people only 
went there after God had done 
His best to keep them out, after 
Jesus Christ had already suffered 
the torments of the damned, and 
that they did not have to go. Then 
God will be honored in that every- 
body will know that God did right 
though it broke His heart, that He 
did right to punish sin. After we 
have been in Heaven for ten bil- 
lion years, nobody can say God did 
not care about sin. He hated it and 
gave His Son to keep people from 
it. But when they would not turn 
from sin, He had to punish it. God 
will have honor out of Pharaoh’s 
death, if not his life. He will have 
honor out of his going to Hell, if 
He cannot have honor out of his 
going to Heaven. 

You want a man for the pastor 
of a church. The Bible tells what 
kind. The Bible says he should be 
a.man with children not accused 
of riots or unruly, for if he knows 
not how to rule his own house, 
how shall he take eare of the 
church of God? If you want a 
good pastor, get a man who whips 
his children and makes them walk 
straight. I have gone up and down 
the country holding revival cam- 
paigns and I have learned that the 
pastor who has children and does 
not make them mind, is a stench 
in the nostrils. Good people have 
no confidence in him. God will not 
give honor to a man who does not 
bear down on sin. 

I was in central Oklahoma in a 
campaign. We could not get the 
business'‘men of the town out. One 
night at midnight the pastor's 
grown son came in drunk and 
burst into the door of the base- 
ment of the church. I saw then 
why we could not have a revival. 

Go back to the case of Eli, the 
judge of Israel. Eli was the high 
priest of his day. Remember when 
God called Samuel, and he said, 
“Speak; Lord, for thy servant 
heareth,” God said to this little boy 
that He could tell him’ what He 
could not tell Eli—he would not 
listen to him. God said to Samuel, 
“Tell Eli that I have judged his 
house forever, because his sons 
have made themselves vile and he 
did not restrain them,” God said, 
‘Eli, I would not have put you out 
of the priesthood, I would not have 
let you fall and break your neck, 
I would not have let your sons be 
slain because of their sin, if you 
had whipped them as boys and 
made them mind. If you had taken > 
these adulterous sons out and had 
them stoned, I would have heard 
you pray. Now I will bring a curse 
on your family forever and there 
will never be one of your sons any- 
more who will not have to beg for 
bread. This curse will be on gen- 
eration after generation.” What 
does this mean? Honor can only 
come where people enforce author- 
ity and make people do right. Sure, 
Do you think a policeman is hon- 
ored who takes bribes from every 
criminal? Do you think a judge is 
honored for itaking sides with 
criminals ? 

I do not think so, do you? How 
could God be honored if God Him- . 
self unites with criminals and is 
a partner in sin? If God sinned 
and did not put sin down, how 
could anybody love Him and re- 
spect Him? They would not do 
it. Who are those children who 
rise up and call their parents 
blessed? Is it the children whose 
dads never make them do anything 
and whom the mother never
